Pioneer gold-camp days, like those of Dawson in 1898, were reproduced in a mock way by the 
local lodge of eagles as a novel form of entertainment at Eagle hall on Friday night. The 
occasion was declared by all who attended it to be one of the biggest social hits of the season in 
Fairbanks. 


To make the affair complete, the Eagles had a large amount of fake money prepared, and this 
was distributed to the guests as they entered the door. By the aid of their fake money, the guests 
were enabled to “gamble.” There were all the various gambling devices common to early 
mining camps, and at on end of the hall was a dance, where a “spieler” held forth and urged all 
to take part in it. 


There were the faro table, the roulette wheel and numerous other games going all the time. 
Experienced men presided over the games. Of course the winning did not mean anything, for it 
was fake money, with the exception that the women wining the most were to get prizes. About 2 
o'clock in the morning, when the affair was about to end, the awards were made. Mrs. J.A. 
Healey, having $2,195 of the fake money was awarded the first prize, consisting of a beautiful

atomizer. Miss Villa McCann, holding $1,091 of the 
“Eagle Scrip,” was given second prize, a silver and 
ivory mounted calendar. Mrs. P.J. Rickert won a 
beautiful silk umbrella for collecting the most dance 
checks. 


The fake money was used in obtaining refreshments 
which were served continuously. The supper cost a 
dollar in this money, and soda water and other re- 
freshing drinks cost one dollar each. This method 
served to make most real the pioneer atmosphere that 
pervaded the place. 


The dancing was varied by featuring an interesting 
program. The wrestling match between Howard Lo- 
gan and Willis Nicely was one of the best events, but 
it was declared a draw. The musical features of the 
program were as follows: 


String orchestra selections: Elma Porter, piano; Carl 
Fleischman, mandolin; Charles Kirstein, mandolin; 
and Hjalmar Nordale, violin. Violin solo, Lois 
Hopkins. Solo, Miss Jane Anderson, accompanied in 
chorus by a male quartette composed of William P. 
Hemenway, Albert Bell, Gene Huckins and Elmer 
Sanderlin. The orchestra furnishing the music for the 
dance was composed of Durand Huckins and Mente. 


The entertainment was known as a “Ladies Night” 
affair, and almost all of the men present were mem- 
bers of the order. The members of the committee of 
Eagles having the affair in charge are said to have 
scored a hit with the other members of the organiza- 
tion and guests for the novelty and success of the 
entertainment, though it is admitted that the Eagles 
never fail to succeed when it comes to things of that 
kind. 


The scrip is printed on watermarked paper in green, 
with the lettering on the back in black. The $5 and 
$10 appear to have a yellow underprint on the front. 
All three notes are approximately 190mm by 82mm. 
No examples of the dance checks are known. 


Scrip (or play or fake money) was common for events 
of this kind. Sadly, very little of this scrip has sur- 
vived. See pages 72 and 73 for examples of non- 
survivors. 
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PARENTS WERE 
SHOCKED. 


Alaska Citizen, Fairbanks, April 5, 1915. 

They say that children seldom choose the profession 
that is picked out for them by their parents. It seems, 
too, that the child often takes a dislike to his father s 
profession. 


A certain merchant in this city has two little sons, 
who, however, are still too young to select occupa- 
tions for the future. However, they are at the store 
considerably, and it is to be presumed that the father 
looks forward to making merchants of them. But his 
ambitions in this line, if he had any, were dampened 
a few days ago. 


The mother and father of the two boys were at the 
Eagle Ladies’ Night entertainment more than a week 
ago, and when the fake money was passed around to 
them, they concluded they would take it home for the 
children to play with. They agreed that the boys would 
be certain to play “store-keeping” if they had the 
imitation money. 


So the boys were given the money the next morning 
and they seemed delighted with it. A little later the 
parents went to see what kind of mercantile play the 
children were enjoying, but much to their horror the 
boys instead of playing store, were pretending to be 
gambling with it. 


SUCCESSFUL CARNIVAL HELD 
KETCHIKAN 

Cordova Daily Times, March 9, 1921. 

A crowd of nearly double that which attended the 
first night of the Pioneer's “Days of ‘98” Carnival 
came to the second on Saturday, says the Ketchikan 
Chronicle. The early days were reproduced with even 
more life-like exactitude.

MONEY DOES IT TAKE? 


Flash ahead to the 1917 Charity Social (or back to 
page 46 of 2013). 


Alaska Citizen, Fairbanks, February 5,1917. 
15,000 DOLLARS PUT IN SAFETY DEPOSIT 
VAULT. 

Recently the committee in charge of the Charity So- 
cial turned over to its secretary, Wallace Cathcart, 
$15,000 of the special issue of currency which will 
be used for the big event. Knowing the eagerness of 
the public to get possession of some of this money, 
and realizing that this amount of money laying around 
loose would be unsafe, he immediately placed it in 
safety deposit. 


This money will be good for anything in the hall on 

the night of the show. With each $1.50 ticket pur- 
chased fifteen dollars of this money will be given in- 
stead of the six dollars as was planned heretofore. 

When this amount has been exhausted, more currency 
can be purchased from the cashier at a rate of twenty 
dollars carnival money for one dollar real money. 

This is the cheapest rate of exchange ever known; 

even in Mexico it doesn t get this cheap. Nor will the 
money spent be thrown away, as for every dollar spent 
adollar and a half in fun and amusement is provided, 

or if you are a sport and want action for your money, 

dont overlook this bet, for everything will be square 
and chances even. In addition to this, the cold cash 

that is taken in goes to a cause that is worthy of 
everyone s support. 


CARNIVAL MONEY TAKEN HOME BY 11- 
YEAR OLD MATHIAS PEDERSON 

Nome Nugget, November 9, 1959. 

The Nome Arctic Club s annual Carnival was run off 
Saturday at the School Auditorium. Mathias 
Pederson, 11-year old son of Mr. and Mrs. Steve 
Pederson, was the lucky one, when he was presented 
with the model dog sled with load of 1,000 silver 
dollars. 


Proceeds from the Carnival are used by the Arctic 
Club to provide cash prizes for the spring dog races. 
The winner of this race then represents Nome at the 
dog races at the Anchorage Fur Rendezvous and the 
Fairbanks Ice Carnival. 


PACIFIC COASTS.S. CO. 
WILL ISSUE SCRIP 
BOOKS 


Daily Alaskan, Skagway, August 7, 1914. 
Heretofore it has only been possible for people who 
desired to travel between local points in Southeast- 
ern Alaska to do so either by the purchase of tickets 
at local rates or else wait for some boat of the steam- 
ship line over which their tickets read, there being 
no such thing as interchangeable tickets between the 
different companies. 


With the large number of commercial travelers and 
tourists who are now visiting Alaska, and who for 
business or other reasons desire to make short side 
trips, it has been found necessary to make different 
arrangements and to meet the requirements, the Pa- 
cific Coast Steamship Co. is now prepared to issue 
what it terms a scrip book, which resembles the mile- 
age books issued by the railroad companies, the only 
difference being that instead of paying for a certain 
number of miles of transportation the scrip book is 
sold for $100 and containing cash coupons for that 
amount in pages of 5 cents up to $5.00. 


The book is pocket size and the balance of any un- 
used scrip is redeemable at the offices of the com- 
pany at its face value. 


The scrip is good for transportation any place, but 
between Skagway and Ketchikan and all intermedi- 
ate Southeastern Alaskan points. There will be a re- 
bate of 20 per cent allowed when the covers of the 
book are returned to the head office, thus making the 
short rates average the same per mile as the through 
rate between Seattle and Skagway. 


This scrip will be accepted by any transportation line 
in Alaska except the Canadian Pacific, but the only 
company to issue it will be the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Co. These scrip books will shortly be on sale 
and may be had at the local office here on applica- 
tion. 


The scrip can also be used to pay excess baggage 
rates.

CARNIVAL 


Nome Daily Nugget, March 6, 1937. 


The final night is here, and all eyes are turned to the 
election and crowning of Miss Nome, to take place 
tonight at the Kennel Club Carnival... 


The doors will open at 8 p.m. sharp, dancing will 
commence at 9 p.m. and continue throughout the 
evening. The price of admission as you all know is 
adults $1.00 and children 50 cents. With each adult 
admission you receive two thousand votes for queen. 
With each children’s admission, you receive 1000 
votes to be cast for any candidate you desire. 


Queen candidates and their backers are out today 
and busy as can be, putting over a special advance 
sale of admission tickets, and from all indications 
everybody in town will be there. 


Amusement games, hot dog stands, ice cream 
counters, a “bank”, are included in the entertain- 
ment plans for this evening. Carnival scrip can be 
secured at the bank, twelve and a half cents each, 
two for a quarter, and can be used at the games or 
other concessions. 


A special booth has been set up in the southeast cor- 
ner of the big auditorium where votes can be pur- 
chased, 2000 for $1.00 and 1000 for 50 cents... 


According to present plans, Miss Nome should leave 
by plane tomorrow in order to be on time for the open- 
ing night of the Fairbanks Ice Carnival.

ALASKA BOOSTER TRADE DOLLAR 


We have written briefly about this trade dollar in our 
book “Tinnahs & Seal Skins, Gold Dust & Bingles,” 
and in the August 2020 issue of this newsletter. 


While searching the Alaska newspapers on the LoC 
website, I found several references to this trade dol- 
lar. 


Kodiak Mirror, July 13, 1962. 

Chamber Orders $2,000 in Alaskan Trade Dollars 
The Kodiak Chamber of Commerce, Thursday, voted 
to participate in the Alaska Booster Trade Dollar 
program, patterned after the Century 21 trade dol- 
lars, to the extent of purchasing $2,000 worth of trade 
dollars to be distributed and accepted by local mer- 
chants. 


The trade dollars, which are the same size as regu- 
lar American dollars, have inscriptions on one side 
stating “See Alaska, Too,” Alaska Booster, Souve- 
nir Money, and announces that they are good for $1 
at cooperating businesses, or redeemable at the 
Alaska Boosters Association Headquarters until Dec. 
31, 1962. The front piece shows a midnight sun de- 
sign, a totem pole and a moose with the lettering 
“Alaska, Land of the Midnight Sun.” 


Members discussed the idea with O.G. Bittner of Se- 
attle, representing the Alaska Boosters Ass’n. said 
that future coins should bear a fishing engraving 
rather than a moose, as it was the state’ leading 
industry. Bittner commented that the idea was dis- 


cussed when the coins are manufactured again. 


Distribution of the trade dollars to merchants began 
Friday. 


Kodiak Mirror, August 3, 1962. 

Fourth of Trade Dollars Are Out 

Over one-fourth of the $2,000 in Alaskan Trade Dol- 
lars ordered by the Kodiak Chamber of Commerce a 
fortnight ago have been distributed, the group was 
told Thursday. 


President Art Brooks said that $692 worth had been 
distributed to merchants. Additional display cards 
and trade dollars may be obtained from the cham- 
ber.

The Kodiak Chamber purchased $2,000 worth and 
distributed about $1,535 worth through business 
channels, but earlier this month the Boosters orga- 
nization was told to collect them and stop their dis-

tribution by the U.S. Treasury Department. 


A majority of them sold here were for souvenir value 
it was indicated. (ed. note: That’s their story and their 
sticking to it ;) 


Apparently the same edict to halt distribution applies 
to the Century 21 trade dollars extensively circulated 
throughout Washington. 


In these articles, we see that the Alaska Booster trade 
dollar did circulate for a limited time, at least in 
Kodiak. What was the connection between Kodiak 
and the Alaska Boosters organization? Was a mem- 
ber of the Alaska Boosters organization a resident of 
Kodiak? 


We still do not know the origin of the “Canceled” 
markings on some of the Alaska Booster trade dol- 
lars.

Douglas Island News, January 18, 1911. 

The foundry boys have been passing out their an- 
nual souvenirs to their friends. It represents a trade 
dollar about four inches in diameter and on the face 
has a view looking down the channel with mountains 
on each side and the sun rising from behind; the fig- 
ures 1890 and 1911, indicating the length of time the 
foundry has been in operation. Underneath are the 
words “The Land of the Midnight Sun” and at the 
top the words “Compliments of the Treadwell 
Foundry.” The reverse side has a pick, shovel and 
gold pan. Everything is in raised figures, and reflects 
great credit on the foundry force. If you havent got 
one, get on the good side of a foundry man and ask 
for it - you will get it. 


Another unknown item, one that your editor would 
really like to see! 


N.C. CO. TRADE 


Nome Nugget, December 22, 1939. 

Tea tops the list of 10 or 12 commodities of which 
the natives stoke themselves during the winter months 
according to Boyd who is auditor for the Northern 
Commercial Company. 


The trading posts operated strictly on a barter basis 
by the Northern Commercial Company on the lower 
Yukon are the smallest units of the Alaska-wide mer- 
chandise house. Business with approximately three 
thousand natives of the section is carried on through 
exchange of products or company trading checks 
ranging from 25 cents to $5 in merchandise. 
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Tea-flour-sugar-heavy clothing and firearms are the 
heavily demanded articles among these natives de- 
scribed by Boyd as the most primitive in Alaska. They 
use virtually no canned goods he said.

I have a casual interest in tokens from Iceland. This 
token was offered on eBay as being from a burned 
cinema. It was one I had not seen before. 


The token is from the Vestmannaeyja Bio, a theater 
in Vestmannaeyjabeer, the settlement on Heimaey Is- 
land, in the Westmann Islands, circa 1930. The to- 
ken is brass, 32mm. It is for seat 129. 


The reverse states “A. Van Der Velde - Maker - 
Newcastle - On - Tyne”. Van Der Velde is still in 
business in Newcastle upon Tyne. They appear to 
have evolved into an information technology com- 


pany. 


In 1973, a volcanic eruption created Eldfell volcano 
on Heimaey Island, requiring its evacuation. Over 
300 homes and buildings were lost. After the erup- 
tion stopped, people moved back to the island. It is 
an important fishing port. The eruption actually im- 
proved the harbor!

Above is a pin back medal for the 1924 expedition to 
Wrangel Island. It was offered on eBay as a replica. 
The size was not given. It appears to be brass with 
red, light blue and white enamel. 


In 1921, Stefansson left five settlers on the island in 
an attempt to claim the island for Canada. Ida Black- 
jack, the only survivor was rescued in 1923, when 
Stefansson left another group of 13 settlers (1 “Ameri- 
can,” who subsequently died, and 12 Inuit). 


In 1924, the Lomen Brothers of Nome purchased 
Stefansson’s rights to the island. Obviously the So- 
viets objected. The medal above notes the expedi- 
tion to Wrangel Island that removed the settlers. 


The Red Cross raised funds for the repatriation of 
the Inuit because the US government would not since 
they were not American citizens.
